I have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration 
my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  your 
District  for  the  year,  I960. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  of  vital  statistics,  the 
death  rate  and  infant  mortality  rates  in  the  district  correspond  to 
the  national  average. 

The  table  at  the  end  of  the  report  shows  the  number  of 
houses  which  receive  their  water  supply  from  public  mains.  Prom  this 
it  will  be  seen  that  only  approximately  lf0  of  houses  have  not  a public 
supply. 


Sewage  disposal  schemes  have  been  completed  at  Howden, 
North  Cave  and  Hotham.  It  is  hoped  to  provide  schemes  at  Newport, 
Gilberdyke,  Bubwith  and  Foggathorpe  in  the  immediate  future.  Other 
villages  where  schemes  will  be  required  are  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor, 
Eastrington  and  Laxton. 

I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  members  of  the 
Council  and  the  officials  for  all  their  help  and  co-operation  during 
the  year.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  a 
brief  report  concerning  the  Sanitary  Administration  of  your  District 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1960= 

HOUSING  GENERAL: 

Council  Houses = 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  following  were  completed: - 

North  Cave  - 8 bungalows  = 

There  were  no  houses  under  construction  at  the  year  end= 

The  Council  purchased  the  Old  School  and  House,  21  & 23  St  = 

John  Street,  Howden,  and  approved  a scheme  of  conversion  into  four  self- 
contained  flats.  Work  commenced  upon  this  scheme  in  early  December = 

At  31st  December,  i960,  the  total  of  post  war  Council  Houses 
in  the  District  was  506.  Thus  there  is  a total  of  686  Council  Houses  in 
the  District = 

368  visits  were  made  to  Council  Houses  in  respect  of  maintenance , 
and  orders  for  repair  were  given  in  respect  of  1099  houses = 

The  cladding  of  the  Aluminium  Bungalows  at  Holme  on  Spalding 
Moor  was  painted,  and  the  structure  of  the  Bungalows  repaired  where 
necessary = 


Improvements  to  pre-war  Council  Houses  were  carried  out  to  four 
houses  at  Hotham  and  two  at  Faxfleet , and  tenders  let  for  improving  other 
pre-war  houses  at  Barmby  (2),  Wressle(2),  Blacktoft  (4),  Yokefleet  (2), 
Ellerton  (2),  Aughton  (4),  Eastrington  (6),  Howdendyke  (8)  and  Holme  (l0)= 
These  improvements  were  for  the  provision  of  bathrooms,  water  closets, 
and  hot  water  systems. 


During  the  year  30  houses  were  erected  by  Private  Enterprise , 
and  at  the  year  end  a further  19  houses  were  in  the  course  of  erection. 
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Building  Byelaws , Town  and  Country  Planning  Act 

Applications  for  new  buildings  and  alterations  in  329  cases 
were  submitted,  and  all  were  given  Byelaw  approval  In  this  respect 
227  advisory  visits  were  made,  usually  on  site. 

Under  delegated  powers  of  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act, 
139  applications  were  received,  of  which  132  were  approved,  and  8 
refused.  These  8 applications  related  to  3 caravans,  2 dwellinghouses , 
1 Petrol  filling  station,  1 advertisement  sign  and  1 coal  depot,  which 
was  subsequently  given  conditional  approval. 

During  the  year  building  and  drainage  inspections  were 
carried  out  on  all  new  work,  and  works  relating  to  sewer  connections 
and  closet  conversions. 


During  the  year  8 houses  were  closed,  3 "by  formal  action, 
and  5 "by  informal  action,  and  as  a result  of  these  and  previous  orders, 

14  properties  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

In  the  same  period  17&  houses  were  made  fit  as  a result  of 
informal  action  or  on  property  owners'  own  initiative,  usually  with 
the  aid  of  a grant  scheme. 

Improvement  Grants 

31  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  received  and  app- 
roved during  the  year,  and  in  each  case  inspections  carried  out  and 
written  advice  given  regarding  the  elegibility  for  grant  and  the  works 
on  which  grant  could  be  given. 

The  total  amount  of  grant  made  during  the  yean  was  £8095*10.0. 
Since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme  in  1 950 , the  Council  have  authorised 
grants  totalling  £32,943*  10.  0 of  which  amount  £25,979*  10.  0 had  been 
paid  up  to  December  31st,  i960. 

Standard  Grants 

During  the  year  76  applications  for  Standard  Grants  were 
received,  and  all  but  1 were  approved.  These  related  to  provision  of 
standard  amenities  at  a total  maximum  cost  of  £8,355*0.  0 for  the  pro- 
vision of  74W.C.S,  47  baths,  54  washbasins,  50  hot  water  systems , and 
20  foodstores. 

£5j523*0.  0 was  paid  during  the  year  for  provision  of  63  V/.C.s  . 
35  baths,  38  basins,  28  hot  wa.ter  systems  and  l6  foodstores  at  67 
properties.

The  number  of  burst  mains  repaired  during  the  year 
totalled  44« 

75  new  connections  to  the  main  were  made  during  the  year, 
there  being  46  domestic  and  29  for  other  purposes. 


Rainfall  during  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  was  very 
low,  and  as  a result,  demands  for  horticulture  and  agriculture  were 
abnormally  high,  and  culminated  in  the  week  1st  to  7th  June,  when  the 
total  demand  in  the  statutory  area  of  the  Council  rose  to  the  figure 
681 ,425  gallons  per  day  (the  highest  recorded  figure  ever).  As  a 
result , difficulty  in  distribution  was  experienced  for  a few  days , 
and  after  calling  for  a Consulting  Engineer's  report  on  the  matter, 
the  Council  decided  to  put  forward  a scheme  for  the  provision  of  a 
500,000  gals,  reservoir  at  Holme  on  Spalding  Moor,  and  the  duplica- 
tion of  approximately  1-g-  miles  of  6"  main  from  the  Shiptonthorpe 
supply  to  serve  this  proposed  reservoir,  and  the  8"  main  to  the  Spal- 
dington  Tower.
